Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The Examiner's Amendments, Reasons for Allowance and Allowance as stated 
in the office action dated September 29, 2008 apply. 

2. The IDS dated February 28, 2005, lines AP through AT were faxed by Applicant 
with a deletion of line print coincident with the description of the Other Documents. 
Notwithstanding such deletion, the printed lines remained readable and were related to 
the submitted documents. Such IDS was reviewed as noted with the office action dated 
June 21 , 2007 and identified as "A1" on the Office Action Summary. 

3. As the record indicates, a Double Patenting search was also done with the office 
action dated June 21 , 2007 regarding the inventors using the USPTO listing of inventors 
and related applications. While there are seven patent applications that were filed by 
the same assignee coincident with the instant application, the inventors of the instant 
application are common with each of the other applications and the search conducted 
on June 21, 2007 related to the inventors of the instant application was indeed 
complete. 

4. The following is a Double Patent review of each of the seven current copending 
applications current claim sets identified on the IDS bearing the names of the inventors 
of the instant application: 

No Provisional Obvious Double Patenting Issues 

10/826,452 - This application, inter alia, limits to model generation under various 
conditions with re-entrant considerations without a requirement for restarting the project. 
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1 0/826,71 1 - This application, inter alia, limits to a generation of a predictive 
model based on historical data and facilitates user selection of model features based on 
rules and alternatively, a sequence of model generation activities to be followed. 
Further, and alternatively, inter alia, 711 limits several independent claims (8 and 24) to 
a predictive model using a GUI to a structured sequence of model generation activities 
that includes dataset generation, variable transformation, dimension reduction, model 
generation, model process validation, model re-generation and list scoring and in the 
alternative, making re-enter changes of an earlier activity while continuing to impose the 
structured sequence on the activities to be followed. 

10/826,950 - This application, inter alia, limits to multidimensional multiple 
source variables to be input to a predictive model where the variables are either primary 
or transformed and transformations are applied to source variables to increase 
predictive power and a second set of transformations applied to data based on strength 
of measurement. Alternatively, unstable values are adjusted to reduce inaccuracy; and 
substituting missing values. 

1 0/826,949 - This application, inter alia, limits to a predictive model for a 
commercial system wherein historical multi-dimensional data representing multiple 
variables are transformed into more predictive variables, pruned, adjusted to reflect 
main effects exhibited by the data. Alternatively, a GUI is used to achieve a sequence 
of dimension reduction involving two or more steps. 

10/826,630 - This application, inter alia, limits to the selection and generating of 
a model to match the characteristics of the historic data including the interacting with the 
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system being modeled based on the final model. Alternatively, inter alia, and 
subsequent to the model generation, '630 limits displaying to a user a lift chart, 
monotonicity and concordance scores in a step-wise curve fitting process. Further and 
alternatively, inter alia, '630 limits the combination of two models to achieve cross- 
modal deciles. 

10/826,947 - This application, inter alia, limits to generating a predictive model 
based on historic data, validating the model and applying the validated model. 

10/826,453 -This application, inter alia, limits a process where the user 
generates a set of predictor attributes about a customer relationship being modeled 
enabling the user to transform predictor attributes of data and automatically rank 
performance for marketing communications to be made to customers. 

The above applications are not involved and are not obvious to (distinct from) a 
GUI facilitating viewing and managing of a predictive model where source variables 
associated with data attributes and derived variables (modified from the source 
variables) are viewed and managed and subgroups of contributory variables and non- 
contributory variables are further viewed and managed (specification, pages 27, 28 and 
29). Further, and alternatively, the above applications are not involved and not obvious 
to a GUI viewing and managing a predictive model base on historic data and viewing 
and managing information about a distribution of predictor variables based on strength 
of measurement of the predictor variables (specification, pages 1 1 , 28). Hence, the 
seven copending applications are considered related to the instant application but 
distinct from the instant application for at least the reasons cited above. 
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Examiner's Note: All seven of the copending applications have the same filing 
date and at the time of this allowance, no other copending application has been 
allowed. Further, the Examiner does not consider any of the copending applications to 
be a base invention to the instant application and the MPEP 804 I.B.1 . guidelines are 
relevant as necessary to be applied.
